No. 21 / 22762 J)elhi-II .—In exercise of the powers! conferred by sec¬ 
tion 181 of the Delhi Municipal Corporation Act, 1957 (66 of 1957), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following further amendment in 
the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs No. 3/106/58-D.M.Cor., dated the 7th April, 1958, namely:— 

In the Table annexed to the said notification, item 63 shall be re¬ 
numbered as sub-item (i) thereof and after sub-item (i) as so re-num¬ 
bered, the following sub-item shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(ii) Exhibits, models, charts, panels, translites, film projector, 
gramophone and other audio-visual material and the like 
imported into Delhi or re-imported into Delhi after having 
been exported outside Delhi, by the Central Council of 
Gosamvardhana, Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture) for the purpose of exhibiting them at 
exhibition, medals, fairs, cattle shows and other livestock 
functions etc. 

Provided that every such consignment is accompanied by a certifi¬ 
cate by the Assistant Secretary, Central Council of Gosam¬ 
vardhana that none of the exhibits so imported or re¬ 
imported is intended for sale in Delhi and that the exhibits 
imported into Delhi for despatch to other places are not 
meant for sale at such other places but are to be re-import¬ 
ed from there into Delhi intact.”
